Section 1. TELECOMMUNICATIONS COMMITTEE CREATED--

committee' is created as a joint interim legislative
committee. The committee shall function from the date of its
appointment until December 1 prior to the first session of the
forty-fourth legislature.

Section 2. MEMBERSHIP--APPOINTMENT--VACANCIES.--
